EXHIBITIONS - RECENT AND CURRENT 


Bern Camille Pissarro 
One hundred and twenty one oil paintings and seventeen watercolours, pastels and drawings 
were shown, many of them for the first time publicly, in the Pissarro exhibition which just 
ended at the Bern Kunstmuseum. All phases of Pissarro’s art were represented: the West 
Indian scenes of 1854—56; the somber landscapes of the early years in Paris when the artist 
was learning to reconcile his own way of seeing with his admiration for Corot and Courbet; 
the lighter, brighter paintings of the years after his decisive meeting with Manet (1866) 
during which he, together with Monet and Sisley, was developing the Impressionist aesthetic; 
the Pontoise period when he worked with Cézanne and painted many of his most luminous 
landscapes and directly observed scenes of daily life; the pointillist experiments of the late 
80s; and, finally, the harbour scenes of Dieppe and Le Havre, and the streets, quais and 
bridges of Paris. 


The catalogue of the exhibition contains a brief foreword by Dr. Max Huggler, director of 
the Kunstmuseum; a succinct resumé of Pissarro’s evolution as a painter, together with an 
appreciation of his role in 19th century art by Francois Daulte; a list of the works shown, 
and eight black-and-white illustrations. 


Zurich The Moltzau Collection 


A note about the Ragnar Moltzau Collection appeared in the February issue of this magazine 
shortly after it was shown at the Helsinki Athenaeum. Now that it is on display at the 
Zurich Kunsthaus, a brief additional note is called for because the selection is larger and 
more young artists are included, giving the collection as a whole a somewhat different 
character. 


The Helsinki exhibition contained 72 works; there are 120 in this one. In size, quality and variety 
the Moltzau Collection must surely be one of the most notable of our time. The “old masters” 
of modern art are represented in it and so are many of the younger men: Bazaine, Bertholle, 
Collignon (b. 1921), Deyrolle, Estéve, Gillet (b. 1924), Hartung, Le Moal, Manessier, Moser, 
Nallard (b. 1918), Vieira da Silva, Singier, Soulages (b. 1919—not 1924, as the catalogue states), 
de Stael and Ubac. Their works hang with those of Bissiére, Bonnard, Braque, Cézanne, 
Degas, Derain, Dufy, la Fresnaye, Gauguin, Gromaire, Lanskoy, Léger, Matisse, Miré, Mo- 
digliani, Morisot, Munch, Picasso, Renoir, Rouault, Soutine, Villon, Vlaminck and Vuillard 
— some of whom are represented with ten or more works. 


Mr. Moltzau thas been accused of “playing it safe” by “playing across the board” and by 
buying big names. This hardly seems fair when many of the younger artists listed above— 
men whose styles may change considerably in years to come, and not inevitably for the 
better--are represented by three or four works. A less invidious view of this collector’s 
approach to collecting would compare it to that of the anthologist. As in most anthologies, 
there are a few gaps in this one. Mondrian, Lissitzky, Malevich, Kandinsky, Vantongerloo, 
Schwitters and Klee are missing; so are the “tachistes”. And there are no Americans in 
the collection. Perhaps some of these gaps will bi filled in later “editions”. In the meantime, 
however, Mr. Moltzau has put together an anthology of European painting of the past 50 
years or so that must be praised for its inclusiveness and for the high quality of many of 
the works it contains. As for the catalogue, the Kunsthaus has surpassed its own usual 
high standard this time, with a large-format, 55-page book containing 22 colour reproduct- 
ions and six in black-and-white, most of them full-page; introductory notes, and a list of 
works shown, giving the history of each. 


Saint-Etienne (France) Modern Tapestries 


In association with the Galerie Denise René of Paris, Maurice Allemand, Curator of the 
Musée d’Art et d'Histoire of Saint-Etienne, is currently exhibiting 20 tapestries designed by 
modern artists and woven by Tabard of Aubusson. The artists represented are: Kandinsky, 
Arp, Dewasne, Deyrolle, Herbin, Le Corbusier, Magnelli, Mortensen, Pillet and Vasarely; 
and all the works shown, with the exception of Le Corbusier’s, are nonfigurative. 


In his foreword to the catalogue for this exhibition Monsieur Allemand holds that abstract 
works of art, when really strong, are by their very nature mural compositions; and that 
abstract artists are peculiarly well-equipped to continue the tradition of mediaeval tapestry. 
And this, says M. Allemand, is not because abstract art is more “decorative” than is figuration 
but because the rigour of the abstract aesthetic (i. e., the absence of anecdotal elements) is 
an assurance that the artists who practise it will remain faithful to the “law of the wall”. 
Following this exhibition the Musée of Saint-Etienne will hold one of “Abstract Art: The 
First Generation: 1910—1939”, in which more than 60 artists—of various nationalities and 
aesthetic persuasions—and approximately 220 works will be included. The exhibition 
(scheduled for the period April 7 to May 26) has occasioned a good deal of advance interest. 
We will return to it in our next issue. 


Miinster Macke 


Until March 10th a vast memorial exhibition commemorating the 70th birthday of August 
Macke is being held at the Landesmuseum of this Westphalian city. The exhibition com- 
prises almost 250 works—114 oil paintings, 23 watercolours, 108 drawings and a few linoleum 
cuts—assembled from private collections and from museums all over Germany. A special 
effort was made to arrange an exhibition that would not only represent all the stages of 
Macke’s development but would also include a large number of little-known works—little- 
known masterworks, in fact. 


An unusually handsome, large-format 98-page catalogue was published, containing ten 
tipped-in colour reproductions of high quality and 28 in black-and-white, a biographical 
summary, excerpts from Macke’s letters, and essays by verious specialists: on Macke as a 
draftsman, the Tunis watercolours, “colour as light” in his art, etc. The publication is an 
important contribution to the literature on this artist and to our knowledge of the roots 
and prospects of modern art in Germany before the first war. 


Hannover Hans Hartung 


Another large and important exhibition in Germany just ended at the Kestner Gesellschaft. 
It consisted of 85 oils and a generous selection of drawings, watercolours andi graphic works 
by Hans Hartung from the years 1921—1956. Hartung (who received the 1956 Solomon R. 
Guggenheim Award for Europe and Africa) has made his career in France; and most of the 
works in the exhibition came from private collections there. Some came from Switzerland 
(Galerie d’Art Moderne, Galerie Beyeler and private collections in Basel; Galerie Marbach 
in Bern), from the Domnick Collection in Stuttgart, the Galerie Otto Stangl in Munich, the 
Musées Royaux des Beaux-Arts in Brussels, the Van Abbe Museum in Eindhoven, and private 
collections in Cologne, Darmstadt, Brussels and Stockholm. 


The catalogue of the exhibition is valuable for Dr. Werner Schmalenbach’s comments—suc- 
cinct and perceptive, as always—on the artist's sources and development; and for the 24 
full-page black-and-white photographs it contains illustrating the quite rapid evolution 
of Hartung’s art from figuration (prior to 1924) to nonfiguration and pure plasticity. 
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Rome, Milan 


Mondrian 


Following the retrospective exhibition at the Venice Biennale of 1956, 54 of Mondrian’s 
works, most of them in oil, were shown this winter in Rome at the Galleria Nazionale 
@Arte Moderna and in Milan at the Palazzo Reale. They came from public and private 
collections in England, Holland and the United States and included two rare examples of 
Mondrian’s impressionist phase (ca. 1902—03), his fauve period (till 1910), half-a-dozen of 
the superb tree drawings, some quasi-cubist paintings of 1910—14, the “plus and minus” 
and colour-plane paintings of the war years (the De Stijl period of collaboration with 
Oud, Van der Leck and Ven Doesburg), and neoplastic works of 1920—43, culminating in 
the Broadway Boogie-Woogie. The catalogue for the exhibition contains a foreword by 
Palma Bucarelli, directress of the Rome museum, an introductory essay by J. J. P. Oud, 
a good biographical summary by Giovanni Carandente (editor of the catalogue), a biblio- 
graphy, a detailed descriptive list of the pictures shown, and 53 reproductions, including 
two in colour. 


Contemporary Yugoslav Art 


During the same period the Galleria Nazionele d’Arte Moderna of Rome and the Palazzo 
della Permanente of Milan held an exhibition of contemporary Yugoslav painting and 
sculpture in which many of this country’s best known artists (e. g., Protic, Bakic, Celebonovic, 
Pregelj and Vujaklija) were represented, along with others less widely known but equally 
deserving of attention—notably the abstract painters Stane Kregar and Edo Murtic, and the 
sulptors Olga Jevric and Drago Trsar. In all, 31 artists participated in the exhibition. The 
catalogue contains one example of the work of each, along with biographical data and an 
introduction by Zoran Krzisnik. 


Rotterdam Braque 


During the winter the Boymans Museum held a semi-retrospective exhibition of Braque’s 
sculpture, bas-reliefs and graphic work. The earliest of the 30 sculptures shown was a 
plaster figure of a standing woman dating from 1920; the latest, a small bronze horse of 
1955. From the years between came a representive selection of the artist’s birds, fishes and 
images from Greek myth. Sixty-six etchings and lithographs—nudes, heads, still-life com- 
positions, birds, animals and mythological subjects—illustrated Braque’s cubist period (1907 
—1912) and the periods 1921—34 and 1945—56. The exhibition also included 13 books 
that Braque has illustrated, among them La bonne Heure, La sisaaiissiiniad est en Feu, 
Milarepa, the Théogonie d’Hésiode and the Héraclite d’Ephése. 


Ahandsomely printed catalogue was issued containing 39 black-and-white illustrations, an 
introduction, biographical summary, and selection of Braque’s aphorisms. 


Ulm Mannerist Painters 


Until quite recently there was a tendency among conservative art historians, museum 
directors and aestheticians to underrate the Mannerist painters of 1520—1640, with the 
Tesult that their art was little known to the general public. The current exhibition of 
paintings from the Grzimek Collection at the Ulm Museum should do much to correct 
this, in Germany at least. Dr. Gunther Grzimek has specialized in the Mannerists and he 
pleads their case eloquently in the scholarly, well-illustrated catalogue he has written to 
accompany this exhibition of masterworks from his collection. While many of the artists 
represented are Flemish and German (e. g., Jan Mostaert, van Cleve, Pieter Aertsen, Frans 
Floris—of whom no less than 14 examples are included—, Elsheimer, Terbruggen and Peter 
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Candid), the Prague circle is not overlooked, nor are the French, Spanish and Italian man. 
nerists. Of special interest among the latter are several paintings attributable either t 
Callot, Magnasco or Manozzi, and to unknown 16th century masters of either the French 
or Piedmontese schools. 


Nice Toulouse-Lautrec 


Following its exhibition this winter of monumental sculpture (Bourdelle, Maillol, Bernard, 
Despiau), the Palais de la Méditerranée showed 22 oil paintings and 24 watercolours, draw. 
ings and lithographs by Toulouse-Lautrec. Many of these were early works executed in Nice 
or stemming from the period the artist spent here, lent by the Albi Museum and the Dortu 
Collection in Paris. In addition to croquis, studies of sailors and horses, the Battle of Flowers, 
impressions of the Promenade des Anglais, and the famous Mail Coach of 1881, the exhibition 
included several celebrated later works, among them La Modiste (1900), and the portraits of 
Louis Pascal, “Miss Dolly”, Yvette Guilbert and Marcelle Lender. 


Newcastle, London, Birmingham Samuel Palmer 
Among the exhibitions being circulated by the British Arts Council during the winter of 
1956-1957, one of the most popular and important is devoted to the romantic visionary Samuel 
Palmer (1805—1881) and the members of his circle. Unlike the last important Palmer ex- 
hibition, which was held 30 years ago at the Victoria and Albert Museum, this one stresses 
the artist’s early work of the Shoreham period when he was filled to intoxication with a 
primitive-Christian (or psalmist’s) sense of God’s presence in all things: a shimmering 
fertility, an ‘excess’, a ripeness-to-bursting of for and colour. 


Palmer’s work is peculiarly English (though in certain respects it is sometimes reminiscent 
of early German mannerist painting) and may leave many people cold—those who believe 
that art should speak in all tongues and not in regional accents. But it is worth noting that 
the paintings and drawings of the Shoreham period, made at a time when the artist when 
almost totally absorbed in his vision of the ’shining Ones’ and, one may assume, was little 
concerned with the purely plastic problems of painting, are his most purely plastic, his least 
literary. Later, in a less rhapsodic, more Virgilian frame of mind, and under the influence 
of a much greater artist, Claude, he produced works that were more artful, more literary, 
and correspondingly less valuable as art. 


Of the 103 paintings, drawings and prints in the exhibition 42 are by Palmer. The rest 
(aside from a few of Blake’s wood-engravings for Virgil) must be debited to Calvert, 
Finch, Linnell, Richmond, Sherman and Walter. Professor Jacob Simonson 


Basel Jawlensky 


The Galerie Beyeler has assembled approximately 90 early, middle, and late works, mostly in oil, 
for its current exhibition of Alexej von Jawlensky, who was associated with Klee, Feininger 
and Kandinsky in the “Blue Four”, died in 1941, but is only now becoming known to a large 
public This carefully selected exhibition—and the unusually handsome catalogue that 
accompanies it—should do much to win recognition of his art, from the early, very 
“northern” landscape and still-life paintings, the strangely Byzantine portraits and fauve- 
barbaric nudes, to the stylized portraits and meditations on the Cross of the later years. 
The catalogue contains excerpts from various statements by and about Jawlensky, a bio- 
graphical synopsis, photograph, detailed list of works shown, and 19 illustrations, four of 
which are in colour. 


Marseille Van Gogh 


The Van Gogh exhibition which is being held at the Musée Cantini during the months of 
March and April is the only one scheduled to take place in France this year, and the first 
since those held in 1947 at the Orangerie and in 1951 in Lyon, Grenoble, St-Rémy and 
Arles. It comprises some 60 paintings and 28 drawings and watercolours from the Municipal 
Museum of Amsterdam and the personal collection of V. W. van Gogh, son of Théo van 
Gogh. Many of the artist’s most celebrated works are included, notably the Portrait de 
Vincent au Chevalet, Absinthe and Japonaiserie. The Arles period is represented by Le 
Zouave, Le Pont Levis, Vue d’Arles aux Iris, Le Fauteuil de Gauguin, Bateaux aux Stes. 
Maries and other works; the St. Rémy period by Le Champ de blé, Les Feuilles tombantes, 
Les Iris, etc., and the final Auvers period by Le Champ de blé aux corbeaux, La Ferme, 
Les Champs aux Ciel bleu, and Le Vase de Fleurs. 


London Lost Wax 


“Lost Wax: Metal Casting on the Guinea Coast” is the title of an important exhibition of 
primitive art being held this month at the Institute of Contemporary Arts. The exhibition 
was selected and: arranged by Mrs. Margaret Webster Plass of New York, with the assistance 
of Mr. William Fagg, Keeper of the Department of Ethnography at the British Museum, and 
is the first to deal exclusively with works produced by the cire-perdue process. Lenders to 
the exhibition include the British Museum and the Government of Nigeria, Admiral Brian 
Egerton, Charles Ratton, and Mrs. Webster Plass. The objects on display include Ife and 
Benin bronze heads; Y oruba and Lower Niger ceremonial staffs, bells and pendants; Tiv, 
Cameroon Grasslands, Bakota and Middle Congo Valley bracelets, pipe-bowls and anklets; 
Ashanti gold weights of all types; Senufo, Baule and Dan-Ngere masks and figurines. 


The catalogue of the exhibition contains an introduction to the cire-perdue process by 
William Fagg and detailed historical and descriptive notes by Mrs. Webster Plass. 


Basel Felix Vallotton (1865-1925) 


This recent exhibition at the Basel Kunsthalle brought together 151 paintings and four 
bronze sculptures—representative examples of the work of a major Swiss artist who was 
closely associated with the ’Nabis’ and played an active role in Paris art circles of the 
late 19th century. Vallotton’s subjects were the traditional ones: female figures, faces 
and landscapes; and in painting these subjects he was more often interested in the play 
of light and shadow, and in establishing an atmosphere of serenity and of classical— 
sometimes rather antiseptic—order than he was in the qualities that may be obtained 
from the play of pure colours, and by adopting a laisser-aller attitude toward problems of 
structure, Vallotton was an intellectual and typically 19th century man, and his work may 
best be appreciated in the context of late 19th century art. He was 35 years old in 1900 
and approaching the height of his creative powers; but he belonged by temperament to an 
earlier generation: that of Ingres, or of Corot and Manet, rather than to the one that was 
to be born a few years later with the fauves. His best paintings are, as a rule, his nudes; 
for here his somewhat perfervid sensuality saved him from the arid and decorative “ration- 
alization” of space and form of which he—like most intellectual painters—was often guilty. 
Vallotton was a first-rate draftsman, a highly sensitive man, and a passionate, but not 
impassioned, one. This fact, this deficiency in vitality prevented him from attaining the first 
tank. But his art deserves to be as well-known in other countries as it is in Switzerland and 
France. Professor Jacob Simonson 


EVENTS AND PERSONALITIES 


Venice 


At the request of the Italian Ministries of 
Foreign Affairs and Public Instruction, the 
Italian section of the international committee 
of experts of the Venice Biennale has as- 
sembled an exhibition of 105 paintings hy 
25 artists which will tour the capital cities 
of Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Peru, 
Uruguay and Venezuela. The title of the 
exhibition is “Ten Years of Italian Painting”, 
and its aim is to show the main trends and the 
variety and vitality of contemporary Italian 
art: the points of rapport and of difference 
between members of the older and younger 
generations, and the emergence of modern 
Italian art from the neo-impressionism pre- 
valent at the turn of the century. Thus, two 
recently deceased forerunners are included: 
Tosi (1871—1956) and De Pisis (1896—1956). 
The next generation (chronological and ideo- 
logical) is represented by Carena, Carra, 
Casorati, Guidi, Campigli, Morandi, Seme- 
ghini, Rosai, Menzio and Reggiani; and the 
next, by Cantatore, Corpora, Cesetti, Birolli, 
Paulucci, Saetti, Santomaso, Morlotti, Afro, 
Cassinari, Guttoso, Vedova and Moreni—all 
of whom were born between 1900 and 1920. 

A special catalogue has been published for 
the exhibition containing a foreword by Gae- 
tano Martino, Italian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, a historical resumé and a critical 
analysis of the work of each exhibitor by 
Dr. Umbro Apollonio, director of the Archivio 
Storico d’Arte Contemporanea of the Venice 
Biennale (and Italian editor of “European 
Art This Month”), biographical and biblio- 
graphical data, numerous illustrations in 
black-and-white and a cover reproduction in 
colour. 


Grasse 


To commemorate the 150th anniversary of 
Fragonard’s death an important exhibition 
of his work, assembled from public and pri- 
vate collections, will be held here at the 
Musée between July 10 and September 15. 


Salisbury (South Africa) 


The Rhodes Centenary Gallery which will 
open here around the middle of July will 
be the first museum in central Africa, 
and, according to its director, Frank 
McEwen, it will be the most modern museum 
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in the world. Constructed by English follow. 
ers of the Swiss architect Le Corbusier, the 
new museum is 100 meters long and 75 wide: 
is sound-proofed, air-conditioned, and illum. 
inated by daylight which comes through a 
diffusing plexiglass roof and casts no shad- 
ows. Paintings will be hung on movable 
floor-to-ceiling panels with which the fou 
great galleries comprising the museum pro- 
per may be reorganized and partitioned ac- 
cording to the differing requirements of dif- 
ferent exhibitions. The museum will contain 
ample storage space, a library, research and 
lecture rooms, a cinema, workshops for res- 
toration and framing, and a photography lab- 
oratory where the museum will prepare its 
own reproductions in black-and-white and 
colour. An additional feature (which other 
museums might well install): a studio where 
guest artists may work for six month periods 
preparing works for exhibition in the mv- 
seum. 

The Rhodes Centenary Gallery will open 
with a panoramic survey of European paint- 
ing from the primitives till today. This will 
be followed by a major Henry Moore shov. 


Venice 

An important exhibition of old masters 
gathered from all parts of the world is held 
here every two years, alternating with the 
Biennale. This year it will be devoted to the 
Bassanos. 


Geneva 

To commemorate the 25th anniversary of 
the death of its first director, Albert Thomas, 
the International Labour Office together with 
the City of Geneva will hold an internat- 
ional exhibition on the theme “Art and Lab- 
our”. The exhibition will open in the spring 
and will contain between 500 and 600 paint- 
ings, sculptures and graphic works, selected 
by a committee consisting of Georges Salles, 
Director-General of the Museums of France 
and President of the International Council 
of Museums, D.C. Réell, Director of the

Cologne 

A retrospective exhibition of Miré’s graphic 
work will be held at the Cologne Museum 
late this spring and will then travel to Ham- 


burg, Krefeld, Munich and other German 
cities. 


Barcelona 


An important collection of Spanish mediae- 
val art has been purchased by this city 
for eleven million pesetas from the heirs of 
Mathias Muntadas, Catalan industrialist who 
died in 1927. It consists of about 200 works, 
including Catalan, Valencian and Aragonese 
paintings, more than 50 polychromed statues 
of the 12th century, and several painted Ca- 
talan chests and cabinets. For the moment 
these works are on display in the Sala Tinell 
and the chapel of St. Agueda, but eventually 
they will be installed in the Museo del Pa- 
lacio Nacional at Montiuich. 


Paris 


Till April 15th the Musée des Arts Deco- 
ratifs is showing the masterworks of the 
Musée de Besancon—the oldest in France and 
one of the richest. The following exhibition 
(opening in May) will be a “Biennale de la 
jeune peinture et de la jeune sculpture 1957” 
in which 65 painters under 40 years of age 
and 25 sculptors under 45 of all tendencies 
will be represented, each with a large work 
specially made for this exhibition. Germany, 
too, will be represented this year, with Dr. 
Gowa, Director of the Kunstgewerbeschule 
of Offenbach, making the selection of works 
by young German artists. 


Munich 


Gabriele Miinter, painter and Kandinsky’s 
companion for many years before the first 
world war, has presented an exceedingly fine 
collection of this modern master’s early work 
to the Stadtische Galerie. The collection con- 
tains 26 large and more than 130 small and 
medium-size paintings, in addition to hun- 
dreds of drawings, sketches and graphic 
works. 


London 


Denis Mahon, art historian widely known 
for his studies of Caravaggio, Guercino, the 
Carraccis, and 17th century Italian aesthetic 
theory, has been nominated to membership 
in the Council of British Museums. 


Cologne 

Restoration of the celebrated Schniitgen 
Museum of mediaeval religious art of the 
Rhineland and Meuse having been completed, 
the museum has been reopened to the public. 


Paris 


During the recent exhibition of Herbin 
gouaches of 1916—1956 at the Galerie Simone 
Heller, Madame Heller showed a 40 minute, 
16 mm. colour film concerning the artist’s 
life and work. “To understand my work”, 
Herbin says, “you must go to Quévy where 
I was born and to Cateau where I lived for 
a long time”. Claude Maréchal, the young 
painter who made the film, does this for us; 
and then follows the artist through the years 
to the studio at Cité Falguiére where he 
works today. The film shows Herbin’s work- 
ing methods in detail and illuminates the 
correspondance between events in his person- 
al life and the evolution and forms of his art. 
Copies of it will be made available to mus- 
eums, schools, art groups, etc. For details 
write: Galerie Simone Heller, 33 rue de Sei- 
ne, Paris 6. 


Diisseldorf 


The Paris Galerie Kamer group will be 
shown in June at the Diisseldorf Museum. 
These are the painters of “Espaces Imagin- 
aires”: Bellegarde, Bertini, Briining, Halpern, 
Hundertwasser and the sculptor Delahaye. 
And here we will note in passing that Bertini’s 
recent exhibition at this gallery received very 
favourable critical attention. 


Bordeaux 


This year’s Bordeaux Festival of Music and 
Art is scheduled for the period May 20—June 2 
and will include a major exhibition on the 
theme, “Bosch, Goya and the Fantastic”, which 
will last till July 31. The museums of Berlin, 
Munich, Vienna, Dublin, Danzig, Leyden, 
Utrecht, Amsterdam, Brussels, Antwerp, 
Venice, Milan and Genoa, as well as several 
in France, will contribute important works by 
various old masters of the fantastic, including, 
aside from Bosch and Goya, Bruegel, Arcim- 
boldo, Ring, Swanenberg, Wynent, Van der 
Heck and Monsu Desiderio. The fantastic in 
19th and 20th century art will be illustrated 
with works by Blake, Fuseli, Redon, Doré, 
Magritte, Delvaux, Dali, Fini, Ernst and others. 


Castres 


On June 1 an exhibition of contemporary 
paintings from private collections in the region 
of the Tarn will open at the Musée Goya. 
The exhibition will include works not here- 
tofore shown publicly by Braque, Bonnard, 
Chirico, Picasso, Villon, Vlaminck, Rouault, 
Severini and others. 
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Brussels 


This year’s prize for “La Jeune Peinture 
Belge” went to the abstract expressionist 
Serge Vandercam. Two young unknowns, Dan 
Van Severen and Camiel Van Breedam, won 
honourable mentions. Competition was stiff: 
more than 160 candidates took part, with some 
900 entries. 


Paris 


The old Café Voltaire on the Place Odéon, 
once a famous meeting-place for writers and 
intellectuals, has been transformed into the 
Benjamin Franklin Library which contains 
23,000 volumes dealing with all aspects of 
American history and cultural achievement. 
The books were formerly housed in the Roth- 
schild mansion on the Faubourg St-Honoré. 


Haifa 


Marc Chagall recently attended the opening 
ceremonies here of an artists’ hall which is 
dedicated to him. The Haifa Artists Hall 
was constructed from plans drawn by the 
architect David Wittman, and was made pos- 
sible by well-known Israeli artists, each of 
whom donated a painting for the building 
fund. To the 30,000 pounds raised in this way, 
the City of Haifa contributed 10,000 more. 


London 


The 4th Open Air Sculpture Exhibition will 
be held in Holland Park from the end of May 
till September. 


Berlin 


Geheimrat Professor Dr. Heinrich Zimmer- 
mann, Director-General of the Berlin-Dahlem 
Museums, who has retired, will be succeeded 
by Professor Leopold Reidemeister, formerly 
of the Wallraf-Richartz Museum in Cologne. 


Sao Paulo 


The 4th Biennale will open in September at 
the Museum of Modern Art. As in the past, 
many countries, schools, trends and individual 
artists will be represented in it. Eight prizes 
will be awarded in painting, sculpture, draw- 
ing and graphic art, in addition to a grand 
prize (offered by the City of Sao Paulo) which 
will go to the artist who wins the unanimous 
approval of the jury, or of nine tenths of its 
members. 


Rome 


The Palazzo Pecci in Carpineto Romano a 
short distance from Rome, home of the Pecci 
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family since the 18th century and birthplace 
of Pope Leo XIII, will be made into a museum 
containing souvenirs, garments and archives 
of the Pecci, a library of more than 20,000 
volumes including many valuable incunabula, 
and a natural history collection assembled by 
the pioneer astrophysicist P. Angelo Secchi. 


Toulouse 


More than 100 paintings by Pierre-Henri de 
Valenciennes (1750—1820) are currently on 
exhibit here at the Musée Paul Dupuy. 


Paris 


Under the patronage of UNESCO and the 
French Ministry of Education an international 
congress of architects and technicians con- 
cerned with the restoration and preservation 
of historic sites and monuments will be held 
here from May 6—11 at the Palais de Chaillot. 


Munich 


The Slavic Institute will open an icon 
museum and research centre at Schloss Wart- 
hausen on April 14. 


Paris 


At the Orangerie where the Edmond de 
Rothschild Collection of early engravings and 
incunabula is currently on view, the Lehmann 
Collection (New York) of old master paintings 
will be exhibited this summer beginning late 
in May. Another exhibition of works from an 
American collection will be held in October: 
drawings from the Fogg Museum. 


Biot (France) 


Avast mosaic and ceramic mural—400 meters 
square: the largest in Europe—that was ori- 
ginally designed for a stadium in Hannover 
will adorn the facade of the new Fernand 
Léger Museum, the first stone of which was 
recently laid by the artist’s widow. The ground 
floor of the museum will contain many of 
Léger’s architectural and decorative works: 
tapestries, ceramics and mosaics, mural paint- 
ings and stained glass windows, one of which, 
measuring nine meters by five, will illuminate 
the entrance hall.

Dr. Emil Conrad having retired as director 
of the Wilhelm Busch Museum, Dr. Friedrich 
Bohne, his colleague for many years, will 
succeed him. 


Munich 


A major Léger exhibition consisting of 235 
paintings, drawings, tapestries and ceramics 
will be held in the Haus der Kunst from 
March 20—May 12. An even larger exhibit- 
ion, some 600 works of the late Emil Nolde 
will be held in the same museum from mid- 
September to mid-November. 


London 


The Royal Institute of British Architects 
has awarded its Gold Medal to the Finnish 
architect Alvar Aalto and will hold an exhi- 
bition of modern Finnish architecture in April.
